Particular stress is laid on the need for attention 
to detail in designing homes for old people. Windows 
should be at the right height and simple to open; shelves, 
cupboards and light switches within easy reach; baths 
fitted with hand-grips; staircases designed with shallow 
steps and floors with non-slip materials; and, since atten- 
tion to open fires becomes a burden as people grow older 
and frailer, central heating is generally recommended. 
Much helpful advice of this order is given, and the 
examples of flatlets illustrated are excellent in design. As 
to conversions, the chief problem is to find houses suit- 
able for adaptation at a reasonable cost. Three satis- 
factory schemes are shown. 

There is little to criticise in this excellent handbook. 
One would have welcomed some details of construction 
and materials; and on the general question of planning 
it may be queried whether homes for old people ought 
ever to be of two storeys. Stairs, however well designed, 
are generally a nuisance to the elderly and a prime cause 
of accidents; while shared bathrooms and WCs, while no 
doubt adequate to the requirements, can never be as satis- 
factory as private accommodation. Nevertheless, this is 
a handbook on which the Ministry is to be warmly con- 
gratulated.

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Flatlets for old People 


WITH more and more people living longer than in earlier 
generations, there is a growing demand for housing to 
suit their special needs. It would appear that this is best 
provided in the form of flatlets. Just over two years ago 
the Ministry of Housing and Local Government published 
a handbook on the subject, and since then blocks of flatlets 
have been built in many parts of the country and more 
are either under construction or being planned. The 
Ministry has now published a further handbook under the 
title ‘More Flatlets for Old People ** supplementing the 
earlier publication and showing something of what has 
been learned in the interim. 

As the introduction to the handbook emphasises, it 
is essential not only to build more dwellings for old people 
but to provide different types to suit different needs. 
‘Many active elderly people, and particularly married 
couples, will prefer a self-contained flat or a small 
bungalow with its own garden. . . . For the less active 
and for those who live alone, something more labour- 
saving is often needed where the burden of housework 
is cut down and responsibilities reduced to the minimum.’ 

Flatlets with living room, bed recess and small kitchen 
(a bedroom and a living-room for married couples) are 
thought to be the most suitable form of accommodation, 
grouped in blocks with some shared facilities (i.e., bath- 
rooms and WCs), and having a warden who can give 
assistance in case of illness or emergency. The handbook 
has three parts showing: (1) alternative plans for grouped 
schemes, with advice on the planning of details and par- 


ticulars of building and heating costs; (2) plans and photo- 
graphs of some completed schemes; and (3) some examples 
of conversions. 

Particular stress is laid on the need for attention 
to detail in designing homes for old people. Windows 
should be at the right height and simple to open; shelves, 
cupboards and light switches within easy reach; baths 
fitted with hand-grips; staircases designed with shallow 
steps and floors with non-slip materials; and, since atten- 
tion to open fires becomes a burden as people grow older 
and frailer, central heating is generally recommended. 
Much helpful advice of this order is given, and the 
examples of flatlets illustrated are excellent in design. As 
to conversions, the chief problem is to find houses suit- 
able for adaptation at a reasonable cost. Three satis- 
factory schemes are shown. 

There is little to criticise in this excellent handbook. 
One would have welcomed some details of construction 
and materials; and on the general question of planning 
it may be queried whether homes for old people ought 
ever to be of two storeys. Stairs, however well designed, 
are generally a nuisance to the elderly and a prime cause 
of accidents; while shared bathrooms and WCs, while no 
doubt adequate to the requirements, can never be as satis- 
factory as private accommodation. Nevertheless, this is 
a handbook on which the Ministry is to be warmly con- 
gratulated.

SIR WILLIAM HOLFORD grasped with both 
hands the opportunity offered him by the 
Association of Municipal Corporations to 
address its annual conference of member 
councils on the subject of central area 
redevelopment. In his address (printed 
on page 616 of this issue) the President 
RIBA took the recently issued RBA leaflet 
on ‘Competition by Tender’ as a basis, 
and advanced for the conference’s con- 
sideration ‘two propositions which,’ said 
Sir William, ‘we at the rIBA regard as 
fundamental. The first is that in matters 
of circulation, land-use and public enjoy- 
ment in the central area of a town, the 
local authority is the proper client. The 
second is that architecture can only be 
produced by those who have been trained 
in design and who give their whole time 
to it.’ 


In one direction Sir William went fur- 
ther than the RIBA statement. This was 
when he told the conference that in 
important schemes, especially where 
much assistance has been contributed by 
the local and the planning authorities, it 
was surely not unreasonable for them to 
require from the developer that his archi- 
tect should be acceptable to them. ‘It 
would,’ he said, ‘be a disaster if every- 
thing was of a high standard except the 
final appearance of the completed pro- 
ject... Some examples of muddles now 
being made in important development 
schemes reinforced the PRIBA’s suggestion 
which is clearly one to be acted upon. 
The paper underlines the lead which the 
Institute is now taking in the whole 
matter. We shall hope that it will persist 
in this good work.

The State of Monico 


MEANWHILE, the PRIBA is deeply concerned 
with the most notable of city centre 
developments—that proposed for the 
Monico site, London.

False Economy at Lanark 


LANARK COUNTY COUNCIL’S recent decision 
to stop employing private architects for 
its building projects is a somewhat short- 
sighted one and not altogether justifiable 
in the interests of economy. By restrict- 
ing the work of design to its own staff 
the council will draw on a much narrower 
range of talent; the more enterprising 
designers are more likely to be found in 
private practice, especially since incomes 
commensurate with such talent are not 
usually forthcoming from local authority 
employment. The Lanarkshire authori 
ties may well save money, but by restrict 
ing design and competition they may also 
fail in some cases to provide buildings of

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architectural merit. We do not 
that local authorities produce inferior 
design, for the facts show that this is 
certainly not so. Some of the best hous- 
ing development has been by local 
authority architects’ departments, and 
the school building programme has un- 
doubtedly produced architecture that is 
much admired. Notwithstanding all this, 
the fact that local authorities have in the 
past employed private architects is surely 
proof that they are unable to cope un 
aided with their heavy building commit- 
ments without building up an expensive 
and inflexible organisation. Such a policy 
also inhibits new ideas, and it must be 
admitted that fresh ideas from indepen- 
dent sources provides an atmosphere of 
healthy competition that in the end must 
contribute towards maintaining the high 
standard that is expected. It is surely 
better to spend a little more on archi- 
tects’ fees and to provide buildings of 
lasting distinction than to persist in this 
retrograde policy. 

Lanarkshire we understand now 
have to strengthen its architect’s depart 
ment, which it can only do at the expense 
of the private architect. The proposal, 
however, of offering further inducement 
in the form of subsidised housing is a 
dubious one. It is surely an evasion of 
the real issue since salaries comparable 
at least to those available in private em- 
ployment would undoubtedly be a greater 
inducement.

Modular Planned Flats, Kensington 


sir,—-Mr. W. Brown's letter published in 
‘The Builder’ of September 23 is a fair 
sample of the muddled thinking which 
prevails throughout the building industry 
about modular co-ordination. 

The reason for using the 4 in. module 
in the Kensington project was to achieve 
standardisation of the main elements in 
the _ structural frame. This was 
extremely successful. All spaces between 
columns and windows and the columns 
and windows themselves are to modular 
sizes, i.e., multiples of 4 in. It follows 
quite logically that dimensions of all the 
components which fit between these 
columns are bound to be modular also. 

The external non-modular dimensions 
upon which Mr. Brown has seized are the 
result of adding a brickwork skin round 
the building. The use of these standard 
9 in. x 44 in. x 3 in. bricks created no 
difficulty, as the architect left plenty of 
air space round the building to accom- 
modate them. It is only where one com- 
ponent meets another that the problem 
of accurate dimensioning exists.

The Personnel Shortage and the Future 


sir,—On the 
shortage in 


question of personnel 
the building industry, I 
readily agree with your correspondent 
‘Under Employed’ that work is un 
equally (and perhaps unfairly) distributed, 
and with your other correspondent 
* Manager’ that supervisory and adminis- 
trative staff is increasing unduly; but 
these facts do not wholly account for the 
spate of ‘Appointments Open’ that has 
been flooding your advertisement pages 
for a long time past. 

Can it be doubted that building work is 
increasing out of proportion to person- 
nel? According to statistics published in 
your issue for September 16, the value of 
new orders for constructional work 
obtained by contractors in Great Britain 
during the first six months of this year 
was £925m. as compared with £795m. for 
the same period of last year, an increase 
of £130m. The effect of this must be to 
increase the demand for personnel; 
already local authorities are complaining 
of the difficulty of obtaining and retaining 
enough technical and administrative staff 


to run their affairs efficiently owing to 
the greater financial attractions of work 
in industry. It may well be that local 
authority employees are underpaid, but 
the inflationary tendency of competition 
for limited personnel is not to be denied. 

The main purpose of my letter, how- 
ever, was to inquire whether any attempt 
is being made to equate personnel with 
the probable demands upon the industry 
over a period of years. If it is not, then 
no great powers of divination are needed 
to foresee an intensification of our diffi- 
culties, with the distinct possibility of 
the government stepping in if matters get 
too much out of hand. 

In conclusion, may I ask ‘Under Em 
ployed’ and ‘ Manager’ whether they 
noticed another eighteen or so pages of 
‘Appointments Open,’ public and private, 
in your current issue, about 24 pages up 
on the week before?

Clerks of Works’ Examinations 


siR,—I hope you will forgive this very 
belated comment on your leader in the 
issue of July 22 in which you made some 
very encouraging comments concerning 
the Institute of Clerks of Works’ new 
recommendations for technical college 
courses, but went on to suggest that the 
Institute ought to have given considera- 
tion to the possibility of candidates pre- 
paring for the Part II examination by 
following technical college courses for 
building foremen. 

I was concerned to some small extent 
in the discussions which led to the Insti- 
tute’s recent recommendations, and 
although I am not in the position to speak

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authoritively for the Institute I think it 
would be fair to say at once, that the 
Institute has always regarded the general 
foreman’s practical and theoretical train- 
ing as an ideal preparation for a clerk of 
works and indeed many Institute mem- 
bers are most emphatically of the opinion 
that the most able clerk of works is one 
who initially has served an apprenticeship 
to a craft and has then ascended through 
the hierarchy of journeyman, craft-fore- 
man and general foreman. There is, how- 
ever, a growing feeling in the Institute 
that the duties and responsibilities of the 
modern clerk of works are inescapably 
becoming comparable with those of a pro- 
fessional member of the building team, 
and it is largely a consequence of this 
new trend of thought which has prompted 
the Institute to issue these recommenda- 
tions for college-based courses. 

The first category of course recom- 
mended is aimed at a full preparation for 
the Part II examination, and you were 
quite right when you said that it would 
be difficult to raise sufficient numbers to 
justify such a course. It might indeed 
be possible to follow your suggestion for 
grouping this particular type of course 
with foremanship courses to a certain 
extent. 

It was, however, the second and third 
categories of course outlined in the new 
recommendations which the Institute 
hoped would prove to be more workable 
in the technical colleges, and it is a 
matter of considerable significance that 
the Institute has recognised the potential 
value of the Higher National Certificate 
student and has gone to some lengths to 
lower examination age limits and so re- 
move that exasperating hiatus which has 
existed hitherto between the point at 
which the young HNC student of some 23 
or 24 years completes his studies, and the 
28 years minimum age limit for Part II 
examination entrants. A further point of 
some significance is that the Institute by 
its recognition of the Higher National 
Certificate has shown that it is prepared 
to accept candidates who have been 
trained on a much broader basis than 
building foremen. 

Your point about the possibility of 
giving recognition to the City and Guilds 
certificate (presumably in general fore- 
manship studies) may well have been con- 
sidered by the examinations board of the 
Institute; certainly this certificate is a 
top-ranking qualification in foremanship 
and it might be reasonable to expect 
some degree of exemption on a subject 
for subject basis. I feel bound to say, 
however, that your criticism of the Insti- 
tute for failing to include some reference 
in its publications to the possibility of 
study in foremanship courses is a trifle 
unjustified. After all it is surely the busi- 
ness of the technical college to decide 
what is and what is not expedient in the 
economic planning of a course, and I feel 
sure you will agree that heads of col- 
lege building departments are usually 
quite versatile when it comes to group- 
ing students whose aims are different but 
whose needs are similar.

4 COMPLETE and self-contained Atomic Research Establish 
ment was required at Winfrith for the continuation of re 
search work commenced at Harwell and, in particular, work 
on advanced prototypes of nuclear reactors, including a high 
temperature gas cooled reactor of an advanced type for 
mutual research work by scientists of the OEEC Countries. 

Initially, effort was put into the selection of a convenient 
site and in the preparation of sketch designs by teams of 
engineers from Harwell and by the architects and engineers 
of the Ministry of Works. In 1957, when a suitable site had 
been found and surveyed, and subsequent to a public inquiry 
(following which the Minister of Housing and Local Govern 
ment gave his consent to the use of Winfrith Heath) it was 
decided that the design and construction of the buildings 
and civil engineering works would be carried out by the 
Works and Buildings Department of the Development & 
Engineering Group of the UKAEA under the direction of 
Mr. T. L. Viney, FRIBA, and in liaison with a Technical 
Planning Group set up by AERE Harwell under the direction 
of Mr. J. R. V. Dolphin, CBE. 

Before work on the main site could commence an old 
RAF camp at Warmwell (between Winfrith and Dorchester) 
was rehabilitated and additions made for use as a labour 
camp. Shortly after this work commenced (in July, 1957) 
work was also started enlarging the public road from A352 
to the site and commencing the construction of roads, drain 
age, trial holes and a boring for the temporary water supply 
on the main site. The main contractor for this work was 
W. E. Chivers and Sons Ltd.

rhe site for the initial phases of the project measures some 
1.6 miles in length with an irregular width about 1.3 miles 
across at the widest point. It is situated on predominantly 
heath land about two miles to the west of the village of Wool. 
rhe northern boundary is the main Southern Region railway 
line from Poole to Weymouth and close to the southern 
boundary runs the main Wareham to Dorchester road A352. 
The nature of the site itself was mostly of peaty heathland 
with a small proportion of rough pasture. It was badly 
drained and liable to marsh and flood conditions each winter. 
The underlying soil is sand and gravel with the water table 
within 2 ft. of the surface. 

The main aspects of the project which the designers had 
to consider were the active effluent pipe line, the central 
zone of administrative, workshop and similar buildings, and 
the reactors. Associated with these were the usual inherent 
problems of drainage, water and power supply, of sewage 
disposal and of access together with the desirability of group- 
ing, as far as possible, buildings with active arisings separately 
from those of a non-active character. 

It was decided to utilise the flat central portion of the 
site for administrative buildings and they were laid out on 
a roughly east-west axis, with roads forming a grid which 
gives adequate room for subsequent expansion. The reactor 
sites, six in number, are spaced at wide intervals (for safety 
reasons) in a rough semi-circle to the south and west of the 
central zone. It was decided to divide the site into two 
sections for the purpose of surface water drainage. the eastern 
section draining into the River Win and the western area

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draining to an existing watercourse and from 
this to the River Frome. 

In the general considerations governing the 
planning of all buildings a number of over- 
riding factors had to be taken into account. 
The first of these was the County Planning 
Committee’s wish that the buildings should 
in some measure blend into the landscape. 
This requirement was met by the decision to 
use epoxy resin painted asbestos cement as 
a covering material for the majority of the 
‘shed’ type buildings and by attempting to 
keep the heights of buildings generally below 
50 ft. The second was to try to obtain a 
sense of intimacy that was felt to be appro- 
priate to a research establishment by the 
deliberate use of a semi-domestic scale and 
character in buildings of a smaller size. This 
characteristic is shown in the employment of 
pitched copper roofs to several of the smaller 
buildings and use of load bearing brick walls. 

The third special factor was that of struc- 
ture. The information gained from the trial 
holes proved that the sand and gravel forma- 
tions below ground would provide a some- 
what unsatisfactory foundation and this has 
frequently given rise directly to the building 
form. Not least, of course, were the con- 
siderations of economy and speed in erection; 
the latter reason in particular gave rise to the 
use of steel frames and asbestos cement clad- 
ding for the ‘ shed’ buildings. 


Temporary Offices and Canteen 


Although regarded quite properly as ‘ tem- 
porary” it was realised that these buildings 
would be in use for some years and they were, 
therefore, given much thought in design and 
construction. They take the general form of 
office wings each 160 ft. long by 28 ft. wide, 
constructed of pre-fabricated timber members 
with timber window frames and external ply- 
wood panels. 

The canteen is of similar construction, 
partly flat roofed, and can provide accommoda- 
tion for over 1,000 people, at one sitting. 


Reactor Hall No. 2 


A requirement was for a concrete pit 30 ft. 
deep, 80 ft. long and 20 ft. wide. The pit has 
massive concrete walls (the thickness was also 
needed for biological shielding) which are 
used as foundations for the central portion of 
the reactor hall which is 47 ft. wide and 51 ft. 
high. This is constructed of steel portal frames 
at 13 ft. 4 in. centres. On either side of the 
central hall which contains a 10-ton crane are 
lower annexes. To avoid the risk of differential 
settlement these were founded on pre-cast 
concrete piles. The whole building was clad 
with green asbestos cement double sheeting 
metal windows and metal decked roof.

THE CARLISLE AND DISTRICT STATE MANAGEMENT SCHEME 
required a large licensed house to serve the new and 
growing neighbourhood unit of Morton Park on the 
outskirts of Carlisle. The site is part of the shopping 
centre and overlooks playing fields at front and rear. 

The house is larger than that usually provided by the 
scheme and presented problems in the attainment of 
domestic scale both internally and externally. A more 
intimate atmosphere was obtained internally by dividing 
the large rooms into a series of smaller drinking areas 
by the use of fixed seating and piers. A small internal 
patio with planting, pool and fountain, allows natural 
lighting to reach all parts of the mixed smoking room. 

Walls generally are plastered and finished either with 
plastic coated cloth, wallpaper, or emulsion paint, and 
floors are covered with lino tiles. Joinery is generally 
of Abura or mahogany, but the screen between the 
smoking rooms has panels faced with Rose Zebrano, 
all finished with plastic polish. 

Ventilation of public rooms is by means of a mechani- 


cellar 





cal air extract system, and heating is by open fires and 
electric floor warming elements embedded in the screed. 
Fibreglass filling is provided in the cavity walls and 
behind Muroglass panels. The roof has a Vermiculite 
screed, and the ceiling is of sprayed Pyroc on plaster- 
board, suspended on battens to provide an air space. 

The underground cellar and bottled beer store at 
ground level have automatic controlled equipment to 
maintain the beer at its correct temperature. Back fit- 
tings to both bars have ice cube-making units and chilled 
trays for bottled beer. Beer pumps are arranged in pairs 
to facilitate service during busy periods. 

The flat for the manager is situated over the quieter 
part of the premises and has its own private entrance. 

Domestic hot water is supplied from a central electric 
water storage heater to the flat, bar sinks, cellar, and to 
spray taps in the public lavatories. 

Generous terraces are provided for the use of customers 
during the summer months, and a large paved car-park. 
The amended contract sum was £29,198.

Furniture at the 


THE CRAFTSMEN FURNITURE MAKERS ASSO- 
CIATION is currently holding an exhibition 
of the work of its members and others 
at the Building Centre. It is the first 
exhibition to be held by this association 
and it will continue at Store-street, WCl, 
until October 7. 

This association has been formed for 
the benefit of the small furniture manu- 
facturer. On a statistical basis there are 
many such small firms and there is a lot 
to be said for an organisation that will 
help them. These firms might well be 
the basis of large firms in the future and 
they have the merit in their present form 
of being able to produce a quality of work 
that most people cannot afford, and there- 
fore cannot be produced in quantity, or 
to produce work for special requirements 
that again cannot be produced in 
quantity. Whereas a large producing 
unit would have to retool to change its 
production design, the smaller unit 
should be able to do such jobs, and one 
might expect that such an exhibition by 
such an organisation would present new 
ideas in design that could form the trend 
for the mass producer. However, this is 
not so, but it must be remembered that 
this is the first exhibition. 

Although the display is lacking in 
design it is certainly not lacking in skill. 
And since these firms are offering this 
special service it is quite valid that this 
should be so. Of examples based on older 
designs there is an interesting litany desk 
by R. H. Fyson, a chest of drawers by 
Edward Baley, a faldstool by H. and 
K. Mabbitt that are worth mentioning. 

The work designed for the present day 
has a slight bias towards the eccentric. 
However, there are several pieces of note 
and perhaps the most interesting is the 
rocking chair by David Rutherford in 
birch ply. With a slight refinement of the 
forms used this chair would be superb. 
There are some very clean designs by 
L. M. Furniture and a very neat design 
for a coffee table by Robert Townshend. 


‘Heating Your Home’ 


THIS IS THE TITLE of an exhibition open 
at the Design Centre until October 29. 
It is an exhibition of heating appliances 
for the home, essentially laid out for the 
layman, for whom also a small booklet 
has been produced which introduces the 
novice to the gentle art of house heating. 
The booklet is illustrated by Smilby and 
very well laid out. Also at the end there 
is a list of the cost of heating by various 
appliances which is very useful provided 
the oil oligopolies and the nationalised 
coal industry can sit on their prices. 
The first section of the exhibition is 
devoted to appliances designed to heat 
the whole house or, as the booklet defines 
it, ‘complete heating.’ This consists of 
boilers using gas, oil, or solid fuel. There 
is a trend to cover the castings of the 
boiler and the controls with pressed steel 
vitreous enamel panels. The very good 
reason for this is that boilers can then 
be placed in the kitchen, or even the 
living-room, rather than in some special

out of the way room or cellar. However, 
it would appear that the designers of 
these ‘ shells’ have taken as their model 
the refrigerator, and at first glance it 
would be quite possible to mistake the 
one appliance for the other. Or, perhaps, 
it is the intention of the manufacturers to 
sell their appliances as a status symbol in 
the same way as the refrigerator? The 
result is that most of the designs are not 
quite as functional as they might be in 
that they are difficult to open and that 
movable parts are liable to damage. 
Similarly, the solid fuel boilers might be 
difficult to feed without damaging the 
enamel. 

In the section dealing with ‘ partial 
heating ’ it is unfortunate that more types 
of appliance are not shown. For the 


most part this section consists of solid 
fuel heating stoves and grates with back 
boilers. There is, however, an exhibit of 
outstanding design, and that is the 
Janitor Junior domestic hot water boiler. 
There is, naturally, not much to be seen 
in the case of the grates with back boilers, 
but the stoves are not perhaps as 
aesthetically pleasing as they might be. 
The exhibits in the ‘local heating’ 
section are much more varied in their 
techniques of the conversion and distri- 
bution of heat. There are several neat 
and honest solid fuel grates, as for 
example the grate by Sidney Flavel and 
Co., Ltd. Of the smaller appliances it is 
interesting to see the Radiant Heater 
RH57 by the Tilley Lamp Co., Ltd., which 
conforms with the new BS3300. Another 
point again with safety in mind is that 
all the appliances with possibly dangerous 
high temperature elements are adequately 


protected by guards.

News of the Week 


Local Government Pay Increases 


DETAILS WERE ANNOUNCED on September 
26 of salary increases for local govern- 
ment officers in England and Wales. The 
increases have been agreed upon by the 
national joint council for loca] authorities’ 
staffs. The five administrative and pro- 
fessional grades, which ranged from a 
minimum of £610 to a maximum of 
£1,375, are increased to £645-£1,480. To 
qualify for salaries between £645 and 
£960 in this division, officers must have 
passed an examination of university inter- 
mediate standard. For salaries above 
£960 a qualification of degree standard is 
normally required. 

The agreement also improves the 
scales for special classes, which includes 
engineers, surveyors and architects, from 
£785-£1,070 to £840-£1,145. The new 
scales of salaries for assistant engineers, 
surveyors and architects will operate 
pending further consideration by the joint 
council. The agreement also provides for 
additional grades to be eligible for over- 
time payments. The increases became 
effective from September 1 and the em- 
ployers have accepted the settlement on 
the understanding that it will be firm for 
a substantial period. The agreement does 
not cover certain chief officers for whom 
separate negotiating machinery exists. 


Southgate Flats Opening 


THE THIRTEEN-STOREY flats at Highview- 
gardens for the Borough of Southgate 
(featured in ‘ The Builder’ of September 
16, 1960) were officially opened on Sep- 
tember 23 by the Minister of Housing, 
Mr. Henry Brooke. The Minister was 
introduced in an apt way by the Mayor of 
Southgate as ‘a gentleman whose name 
has become a household word in the 
Press.’ Taking higher densities of build- 
ing as his theme, Mr. Brooke said it had 
been a mistake in the past to permit the 
monotony of two-storey houses to spread 
unrelieved over the suburbs, and that it 
was right to be venturesome and right to 
break the skyline here and there. No 
high buildings as a universal principle 


was wrong, the Minister thought, both 
architecturally and socially. Site densities, 
he considered, should be applied on merit 
not as a straightjacket, and where 
development or redevelopment of small 
sites occurred higher densities were per- 
missable if the schemes were good, 
imaginative, well planned and gave fresh 
variety. 

Mr. David du R. Aberdeen, architect 
for the flats, presented the Minister with 
a commemorative cigarette case, and con- 
gratulated Southgate Borough Council 
for their courageous step in permitting 
13-storey blocks to be built in a district 
where building heights did not exceed 
4 or 5 storeys. 

Mr. Ronald Wates of Wates Ltd., con- 
tractors for the flats, presented a cigarette 
case to the Mayor of Southgate, and 
responded to the general mood of appro- 
bation towards higher buildings by look- 
ing forward to the era of ‘ package’ deals 
in point blocks. 


St. Stephen’s Club Sold 


IN PURSUANCE OF THE AIM to provide more 
accommodation for the needs of the 
Houses of Parliament, the Ministry of 
Works has bought, at a price stated to 
be £395,000, the St. Stephen’s Club in 
Bridge-street, opposite the House of 
Commons. When the Ministry of Works 
take over the building (on a date not yet 
settled) the building will be used for par- 
liamentary accommodation until its ulti- 
mate redevelopment.

Yet, offered the choice of 
a mews dwelling or a modern flat in a 
large block, 75 per cent would choose the 
mews.

Those who have money to spend can 
transform their one-time coach house 
into a home of individual character and 
bijou charm. The flower-boxes, the bay 
the new windows and doors, the 
old carriage lamps and, above all, the 
rainbow colours of these converted 
properties which can be found through- 
out central London, raise far more 
exclamations of admiration and delight 
than the most de luxe of luxury blocks.

Out-of-date Buildings 


Mr. A. G. Sheppard Fidler on 
‘Semi-permanent Buildings’ 


MR. A. G. SHEPPARD FIDLER, MA, FRIBA, 
AMTPI, city architect, Birmingham, told an 
educational conference at Birmingham on 
September 24 that in this highly scientific 
age our needs for accommodation were 
changing so rapidly and buildings were 
becoming out-dated so quickly that, as a 
nation, we would have to consider build- 
ing on a semi-permanent basis. New 
buildings, he said, should be made less 
solid and should have a shorter life; in 
many cases we were wasting money by 
building too solidly and too expensively. 
Mr. Sheppard Fidler was addressing the 
annual conference of the Association of 
Teachers of Domestic Subjects. 

He continued: ‘We would not wish to 
build short-lived cathedrals or prestige 
buildings of that kind, but there is a very 
great deal to be said for pressing on much 
further with standardisation and pre- 
febrication, so that enormous benefits 
which can come from these may be 
spread over a wide variety of buildings.’ 
The speaker thought planners should be 
‘more experimental with new method 
and techniques.’ 

Turning to the housing situation in Bir- 
mingham, Mr. Sheppard Fidler revealed 
that one in every six was unfit, although 
a leading réle had been taken in slum 
clearance and redevelopment.

Redeveloping Bomb Sites 


Development Held Up Pending Site 
Appreciation 


THE problem of Hastings’ bombed sites, 
still almost as great a blot on the land- 
scape as ever they were, has again been 
brought to the fore by a demand by 
the vice-chairman of the town planning 
committee, CLLR. E. P. NYE, for ‘ resolute 
action’ by the town council. 

‘My information is that, although 
every site has been acquired and outline 
planning permission obtained, there is 
hardly a site where the developer has any 
idea of putting the work in hand.’ he 
states. ‘Most of the sites have been 
1cquired as an investment and are being 
held for site value appreciation,’ he 
believes. 

Councillor Nye says he thinks it time 
that the council proceeds resolutely with 
the policy previously agreed upon which 
was to apply for compulsory purchase of 
all sites and to complete this unless 
development commences within twelve 
months. 

The town planning committee will now 
bring the matter before the Council. In 
expressing its concern over the delay in 
redeveloping the bombed and derelict 
sites, it urges that such sites should be 
dealt with ‘ resolutely and progressively ’ 
according to the circumstances attending 
each. 
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tect to design? I do not think I see quite 
the quality of the mews house in even 
the best of our new housing develop- 
ments. But then the mews house as we 
now know it is itself a new housing 
development, or is it just a temporary 
expedient doomed to disappear altogether 
from the scene as leases expire?

Obituary 


Charles Woodward, ARIBA 

MR. CHARLES WOODWARD, ARIBA, whose 
death on August 21 we regret to 
record, held for many years a position 
almost unique as a link between the 
architectural and legal professions. After 
qualifying as ARIBA in 1908, he and his 
brother Frank worked with the late 
William Woodward in Great James-street, 
Bedford-row. His leanings were always 
towards the law (he once confided to the 
present writer that his ambitions lay in 
the direction of the Bar) and a wide ex- 
perience of building law and arbitration 
procedure, allied to a genuine desire to 
assist architects, particularly younger 
men, who found themselves involved in 
one or another of the legal traps with 
which architectural practice is beset, had 
for many years given him a special place 
in architectural circles. Not a few archi- 
tects now distinguished owe him a debt 
they would be glad to acknowledge for 
wise and expert advice, freely given, in 
professional difficulties. 

For the past 15 years Mr. Woodward 
had been responsible for the useful ‘ Prac- 
tice Notes’ which have been a feature of 
the ‘RIBA Journal.’ He was a loyal 
member of the Architectural Association.

Sir William Holford on ‘A Disastrous State of Affairs’ 


Sir William Holford, the President of the RIBA, addressing the annual 
conference of the Association of Municipal Corporations at Eastbourne on 
September 21, described some preliminary recommendations made recently 
by the RIBA to local authorities with the object of overcoming what he 


described as ‘a disastrous state of affairs 
He gave a number of striking illustrations of the

waste of time, money and professional talent that is taking place because 
the duty of the public authority and the legitimate business of private 
developers are becoming badly mixed up. 


YOU WILL NOT BE SURPRISED (said Sir 
William) to learn that this paper deals 
with architecture, in the broadest sense 
of that term which embraces the whole 
physical design of town and village. It is 
also going to deal with the means of 
achieving architecture, which I would 
consider to be one of the principal func- 
tions of municipal Corporations during 
the 1960’s and beyond. 

‘Did you ever expect a Corporation to 
have a conscience?’ said Lord Thurlow 
a hundred and fifty years ago when it 
has no soul to be damned and no body to 
be kicked?” But times are changing 
Those of us who believe in evolution 
recognise that one of the great hopes of 
progress is the growth of soul in the body 
social or politic. And as to kicking, I 
rather think that Parliamentary debates, 
public inquiries, ministerial pronounce 
ments, and the proposals of local govern- 
ment boundary commissions, are all pro 
viding excellent practice in this particular 
form of footwork. The individual Coun- 
cillor, or the progressive grouv, who 
advocate long-term imorovements which 
at present can only be financed by an in 
crease in the rates, are only too often the 
victims of popular assault; they are kicked 
out by the ratepayers. 


Architecture’s ‘ Battle for Life’ 


The problem of re-building is a chal 
lenging and a serious one, both for you 
as local government, and for us as archi 
tects. Indeed, in occasional dark moments 
of despair, I wonder whether architec 
ture itself will survive the battle for its 
life which is being waged in this genera 
tion and the next. I do not refer to build 
ing, nor to ‘ building development,’ as it 
is called these days, but to architecture 
that Jifts the heart and delights the eye, 
that appreciates the better qualities of 
its own age—including its advances in 
scientific thought—and is therefore likely 
to be remembered, and preserved, by 
future ages. This kind of architecture is 
too seldom achieved; too seldom wanted. 

During the last ten years a good deal 
of initiative has shifted from local authori 
ties to private enterprise-—not much 
to the big landlord and the owner- 
occupier, but to the ‘ developer’ and the 
* promoter.’ War-damaged and slum 
clearance areas, and the anticipation of 
urban renewal in the statutory develop- 
ment plans prepared under the Town and 
Country Planning Act, now have a com 
petitor in the redevelopment bids made 
for commercial property in key positions. 
Their objective is the same as that of the 
‘take-over bids’ familiar to the Stock 
Exchange, namely that the bidder believes

he can make more efficient and more 
profitable use of the assets of a site, or of 
a company. 

Local authorities, of course, have other 
sites and areas—-sometimes whole sectors 
of towns—that badly need redevelop- 
ment, and to which the developer is much 
less likely to be attracted. They share 
with the Government and other public 
authorities, a duty towards all these 
‘special’ or ‘depressed’ areas; and their 
resources are not sufficient to cover them 
all as well as the highly speculative key 
sites in the centre. So it is obvious that 
more and more of these central areas will 
of speculation or invest- 
ment by private enterprise, with its 
greater freedom, its know-how, and its 
capacity to attract financial capital.

Speculation and Architecture 


Now, speculation and architecture have 
often gone hand in hand. Grosvenor and 
Cavendish-squares in London, for 
example, and the development of what is 
now the central area of Bath by John 
Wood, father and son, were almost 
entirely speculative. The architect, in 
this case, appealed with his design 
directly to the taste of potential clients 
The economics of the scheme was a reflec- 
tion of its design; if the latter was barren 
the former was likely to be a failure. For 
prestige reasons also the great land- 
owners commissioned good architects 
as big American companies are doing 
today—to translate profits into tangible 
and visible evidence of their success and 
into a long-term investment which, in 
its turn, would become profitable. On a 
large scale this is what was done in the 
New Towns created by the Act of 1946. 
And what is being done at Stevenage 
could be repeated and even improved 
upon in Cumbernauld and in the newest 
additions to the Government's list. 

Speculative development without 
benefit of architecture, is likely to result 
in a cheapening of the whole quality of 
urban life, whether it takes place on a 
suburban housing estate or in Picc3d'lly. 
This is what led the Council of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects to take the 
initiative and to invite all local authori- 
considering the redevelopment of 
their central areas by private developers, 
to discuss the problem with them. At 
the end of July I sent a letter to local 
authorities, enclosing a copy of the 
Council’s statement on ‘Competition by 
Tender,’ and saying that we hoped to 
discuss the details with the appropriate 
local authority associations. 

This statement has since been described 
in the Press as a ‘ protest’: but it is really

an invitation We know, from the 
approaches made by a considerable num 
ber of local authorities already, that they 
are just as concerned about the problem 
as we are. This statement provides an 
outline of the principles which we think 
should be followed, and offers to modify 
the means of carrying them out if experi 
ence shows this to be necessary. At the 
back of it are two propositions which 
we regard as fundamental. The first is 
that in matters of circulation, land-use 
and public enjoyment in the central area 
of a town, the local authority is the proper 
client. The second is that architecture 
can only be produced by those who have 
been trained in design and who give their 
whole time to it 


May I that this problem is 
too big to be dealt with in terms of 
personalities or particular cases. It is 
perfectly true that all architects are not 
great architects; just as all chairmen of 
committees are not masters of their craft. 
The useful point is that there are good 
architects and there are excellent chair 
men. The architectural profession con 
tains artists who are not men 
of business, and business men who do not 
always succeed in being But 
because they are a profession, and not a 
uniform consignment of branded goods, 
they maintain a high standard of educa- 
tion, they recognise that more and more 
skills and specialisms have to be co 
ordinated in the building and 
they understand —individually col 
lectively—that art and _ science and 
economics all have a _ place in the 
creation and the rebuilding of housing 
estates and shopping centres, universities 
and cities.

Where there is an architectural com- 
petition, we recommend that: 

(a) The local authority would pro 
mote an architectural competition for 
the development of the site, under 
RIBA competition regulations. In 
accordance with these regulations the 
assessor, who would select the win 
ning design, would be an architect, or, 
if there was more than one assessor, a 
majority would be architects. Com- 
petitive bids would be invited from 
developers for the execution of the 
winning design, the successful 
developer being required to appoint 
the winner of the architectural com- 


petition to execute the work on the 


basis of normal architect-client rela 
tionship. 

(b) Alternatively, the winning archi 
tect would be appointed the architect 
for buildings to be erected by the 
local authority, and consultant archi 
tect for the remainder of the develop 
ment, the successful developer 
employing their own architects as 
executive architects for their own 
buildings.’ 

Now it is a feature of most architec- 
tural competitions, and it should be a 
feature of all outline schemes prepared 
for tender by developers in competition 
on a financial basis, that an estimate of 
cost or quality of building should be 
included. It would seem fair and reason 
able for authorities, on the advice of their 
consultants (including the quantity sur- 
veyor) to give the approximate cost per 
cubic foot which is anticipated and aimed 
at. Developers and their own advisers 
may suggest variations on this, but at 
least it provides an index of compara- 
bility between the project itself and other 
works whose final costs have been 
analysed, and also between’ one 
developer's scheme and another’s. 

One further safeguard I would like to 
mention, which is not referred to in the 
RIBA Statement. Some areas, as we know 
from recent history, are very much in the 
public eye. It may happen in future that 
a local authority will prepare (or have 
prepared) for it an outline plan in three 
dimensions and a descriptive programme 
of requirements and that the work will 
be designed in detail and executed by 
the developer's architect and other tech- 
nical advisers. 

In schemes of this importance, and 
especially where a great deal of prepara- 
tion and assistance has been contributed 
by the local and the planning authorities, 
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it is surely not unreasonable for them to 
require from the developer that his archi- 
tect should be acceptable to them. It 
would be a disaster if everything was of 
a high standard except the final appear 
ance of the completed project. And for 
this the designer must be responsible, on 
the drawing-board and on the site. 


Some Examples of Muddle 


You may think these recommendations 
and safeguards far too elaborate, or even 
one-sided, for the process of rebuilding 
the inner commercial sectors of our cities. 
So I should like to conclude with some 
examples of the muddles that are now 
being made and of the waste of profes 
sional ability in a field where it is none 
too plentiful at the present time 

1. Corporation A asked an experienced 
property company to submit a tender for 
their central entertainment and shopping 
area, together with a design. The com 
pany produced a scheme costing £600,000 
with car parking on upper floors. Another 
developer, less experienced, submitted a 
scheme with underground parking, for a 
much greater cost, but including an addi 
tional building of what is nowadays called 
‘an unremunerative kind ’—you will all 
recognise the technique: it might be a 
public library, or a theatre or a planet 
arium. The Council of the Corporation 
thought they were getting something 
attractive for nothing and awarded the 
second developer a draft contract. He 
then approached the first developer 
(having obviously some serious doubts 
about his capacity to carry out his obli 
gations) and offered to sell the contract 
for a very considerable premium. Please 
note that Corporation A had at least two 
schemes to choose from without appoint 
ing a disinterested assessor, or paying any 
premiums, or holding a competition.

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2. Corporation B, on the other hand, 
took immense trouble to prepare a basic 
scheme, and formed an admirable team 
of their officers, with external experts, to 
work out valuations and a prospectus. 
A dozen development companies were 
attracted to submit tenders and designs 
together; and they were told that the 
council would adjudicate on the results. 
The council were delighted to find that 
the very glamorous model prepared by 
one developer's architect accompanied 
a bid which offered the highest immediate 
ground rent for the property. They gave 
the Press to understand that they 
favoured this scheme; but after a public 
inquiry had been held, the Minister re 
jected it, both comprehensively and in 
detail; and Corporation B is back where 
it was 6 years ago. Moreover, a public 
inquiry costing some thousands of pounds 
has achieved nothing; and each developer 
has expended between £800 and £1.200 
for no result whatsoever. 


Abortive Schemes 


3. Corporation C has had an even more 
important, war-damaged site to rebuild, 
as a shopping centre, on a big road traffic 
junction. After the most careful pre 
paration of particulars, and the fairest 
possible briefing of all interested parties, 
tenders were invited. But no assesso1 
was appointed, no fees paid, and no rules 
laid down for the adjudication of bids. 
Although, in this case, a result was 
achieved——in that a contract has been let 

it was achieved at the cost of no less 
than 35 unsuccessful schemes, with 35 
expert valuations, and 35 different ways 
of developing the site. 

You may say that all speculation carries 
a risk, and that no developer was pressed 
to compete. But how much greater would 
the value of competition be, if the rules 
were known, if a proper assessment were 
published, and if the developers were 
enabled to profit by their experience. 

4. Corporation D did not propose to 
invite competitive bids at all. They asked 
one development company only to pre- 
pare a scheme and negotiate a rent. After 
a great deal of technical and design work 
had been done, the Corporation asked 
for amendments and finally expressed 
themselves as satisfied that the site could 
be suitably and economically developed. 
Without any recognition for all this pre- 
liminary work Corporation D then pro- 
ceeded to put the site to tender. The 
company originally approached failed to 
secure the site. 

In a similar case insult was added to 
injury by the Corporation passing on to 
another developer some of the ideas and 
calculations submitted by the first 
development company, in neither of 
which items, of course, is there any 
copyright. (If actual designs or signed 
drawings had been copied, the Corpora- 
tion could have been sued.) 

5. Corporation E, the last case I shall 
quote, is typical of a number of others 
of which we have details. They gave a 
contract to a selected developer who 
hawked it round a number of develop- 
ment companies without success for 
about two years. He eventually found 
that he could get no one to take it on, 


nor to give him a premium for its sale. 
So he gave it back to the Corporation, 
who then obtained a number of new 
schemes on a revised basis, and finally 
gave the site to another developer who 
again took a premium but did not develop 
the site. A third round has resulted in 
what looks like a genuine development, 
but it will be to a higher density than 
originally proposed. The cost in abortive 
work is known to have been at least 
£80,000 and may have been much more. 
The developers and their professional 
advisers can only guess at the reasons 
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which weighed with the Council in com- 
ing to a decision. 

It does seem from these examples (con- 
cluded Sir William) that some of the 
professional skill used or abused in this 
very imperfect system of competition by 
tender, might be put directly at the 
service of the communities who badly 
need imaginative redevelopment, com- 
bined with traffic improvements, in their 
central areas. In the final result, quality 
counts; and for the citizens themselves, 
nothing is cheap if they don’t really 
want it, 


Utilising the Sun’s Rays for Heating 


A Solar-Warmed Swimming Pool 


SOLAR ENERGY is being used to heat a new 
public salt-water swimming pool recently 
installed at ‘Ye Olde Felbridge Hotel,’ 
situated about 30 miles south of London 
on the A22 London-Eastbourne road. The 
water is warmed by a solar energy heater, 
a bold project conceived by Mr. Harry 
Gatward, the owner of the hotel, in co- 
operation with ICI Metals Division, who 
were both confident that even in England 
the sun’s radiant heat energy could be 
effectively utilised. 

As the boost in temperature required is 
quite small (15°-20° Fahrenheit) the solar 
heater operates at a very high collection 
efficiency and readily keeps the 50,000 
of water in the pool at between 65° 
Fahrenheit during the summer 
months. The size of the unit is such that 
these temperatures can be maintained 
even when there is intermittent sunshine 
as so often happens in this country. The 
heater has been placed at ground level 
and is tilted towards the south at the most 
advantageous angle for maximum absorp 
tion of energy during the period 
April to October. 

Panels of copper strip with integral 
parallel tubeways are used for the 
collector plate, covering an area of about

530 sq. ft. and contained within a struc 
ture 34 ft. long by 18 ft. high. The panels, 
painted black to increase absorption 
efficiency, are backed by insulation. They 
are covered in front with glass-plate 
which, while reducing incident radiation 
slightly, prevents re-radiation from the 
collector plate of energy in the infra-red 
region, thereby acting as a kind of 
radiation non-return valve and increasing 
collection efficiency. Heat losses due to 
convection currents and breezes are 
eliminated. 

In operation, the radiant energy from 
the sun heats the copper panels and the 
pool water, circulated by a small electric 
pump through the tubeways in the 
material, takes up the heat energy. The 
design of the unit is such that the space 
beneath the panels is used to house the 
circulating pump, water treatment and 
filtering equipment, whilst it may con- 
veniently be used for the storage of 
garden furniture and other equipment. 

The initial cost of a unit of this type 
compares very favourably with alternative 
heating systems, and the running costs are 
negligible. The panels of copper strip are 
manufactured by ICI under the patent 
name of ‘ Strip-in-Tube.’

Minister on Encouraging Upward Trend 


OPENING AN EXHIBITION to inaugurate a 
‘Better Homes Week’ at Leeds on Sep- 
tember 19, MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister 
of Housing and Local Government, spoke 
of the striking increase in house improve 
ment work carried out with the aid of 
grants. Four times as many grants were 
being made now as in 1958, he said, and 
the improvement of whole areas and dis 
tricts has begun. 

* Much of this,’ continued the Minister, 
‘is directly due to the introduction of 
standard grants, but the changes in the 
1959 Act have also stimulated a big 
increase in work done with the benefit of 
discretionary grants.’ 

Quoting figures for all grant-aided 
improvements, Mr. Brooke said that up 
to the end of 1958 the number of grants 
made had remained at about 35,000 a 
year and had failed to increase beyond 
that. The new provisions came into force 
in mid-1959, and in that year the number 
rose to nearly 80,000. The figure for

And instead of some locai 
authorities fiercely competing with 
private builders—even to the extent of 
themselves building houses for sale in 
order to keep their departments employed 

it would be in the public interest were 
they rather to seek the builders’ co 
operation. In today’s circumstances the 
“us” and “ them ” mentality is stupid.’

landlords alike—to try and get their co- 
operation in securing the improvement of 
every house in the area. The object is to 
get agreement on the formulating and 
carrying out of improvement schemes by 
the owners in convenient blocks of 
houses. 

‘The local authority can help in various 
ways, and should. They can give techni- 
cal assistance on ways and means of carry- 
ing out improvement and conversion 
work; they can make known their willing- 
ness to give assistance in the form of 
grants and loans towards the cost of such 
work; and where owners are unable or 
unwilling to carry out improvements, they 
can offer to make advances to help other 
owners who are willing to buy the houses 
and improve them as part of a concerted 
scheme. Alternatively, the authority can 
offer to purchase by agreement them- 
selves, and so participate directly in the 
carrying out of the scheme. 

‘I believe’, concluded Mr. Brooke, ‘that 
many more owners will respond to the 
call for improvement and conversion of 
their houses if they are given a strong 
and helpful lead by the local authority.’

Failure to Protect a Hoist 


Cambridge Builders Fined 


MRS. C. M. JOHN, a district inspector of fac- 
tories told Cambridge City Magistrates’ 
Court on September 14 that because of 
the increase of building-site accidents, 
strict compliance with the regulations 
was being enforced. Mrs. John was giv- 
ing evidence against Messrs. John 
Brignell and Co., a firm of local builders, 
when they were prosecuted on three 
charges concerning failure to observe the 
safety regulations. 

Messrs. Brignell’s pleaded guilty to all 
three offences: that they failed to enclose 
the hoistway of a hoist which their work- 
men were using in building a house in 
St. Albans-road on the Arbury Estate on 
July 7; that they failed to fence the 
revolving shaft of the hoist motor on the 
same occasion; and that they failed to 
provide a toe-board to a working plat- 
form on the scaffolding some distance 
above the ground. 

The hoistway should have been sub- 
stantially fenced, said Mrs. John, to pre- 
vent anyone falling down it from an 
upper level, and to prevent anyone being 
struck by any moving part of the hoist 
while walking underneath. The purpose 
of fencing the revolving shaft of the 
motor was to prevent anyone’s clothes 
becoming wrapped round it; the provi- 
sion of a toe-board on an upper level 
platform was particularly important to 
prevent the fall of material and tools. 

Two inspectors visited the site in 
question on July 7—the company were 
building a detached house at the time 
and noticed that these three provisions of 
the regulations were being contravened. 
The defendants could not have been 
unaware of the requirements because 
letters were sent to them in respect of 
other sites on December 12, 1957, and 
on April 6, 1960; and as to enclosing the 
hoist, letters were sent on six dates from 
February 8, 1957, to April 6, 1960 

MR. W. G. WRIGHT, for Brignell’s, said the 
regulations were intended for the safety 
of employees and every effort was made 
by the firm to ensure that they 
observed. At the same time it was 
impossible on each and every occasion to 
give full supervision to the work which 
was being done, and occasionally the 
workpeople themselves were remiss in 
observing what they knew to be regula 
tions for their own safety. 

On this occasion, with regard to the 
complaint concerning the fencing of the 
hoist, and the toe-boards required for the 
scaffolding, the scaffolder had been called 
away from the site and had left the work 
unfinished. The third matter, the guard 
ing of the revolving crankshaft, was not 
perhaps a matter which was likely to have 
caused any very serious injury; it was 
quite obvious when the machine was 
working by its noise, and anyone working 
on the site would be familiar with it. 

There should have been a guard and 
there was originally one, but is had disap- 
peared. The loss had not been reported 
by any of the workpeople employed by 
the firm and consequently not

In 21 years of business, 
Brignell’s had never experienced any 
serious accident as a result of anything of

The Construction of Buildings; Theory and Design in the First 
Machine Age; Paper Hanging; Safety on Site; Dictionary of 
Civil Engineering; Standard Ready Reckoner 


THE CONSTRUCTION OF BUILDINGS. By R. 
Barry, ARIBA. (London: Crosby Lock- 
wood and Son, Ltd.) Price 18s. net. 

THIS BOOK, and volume I (previously pub- 
lished), together cover the first two years 
of a course in building construction. The 
present volume deals with masonry, win- 
dows, cills, doors, partitions, fireplaces 
and flues, stairs, internal finishings, and 
externa! renderings. A foreword indicates 
that two more volumes are likely to 
follow. 

The work is clearly written and explains 
the reason for doing things as well as the 
way in which they are done. Each chap- 
ter concludes with a list of the relevant 
standard specifications. codes of practice, 
and publications by the Building 
Research Station. In all respects, the 
information is right up to date; and 
although traditional methods of construc- 
tion are included where still in use, 
modern substitutes receive fuller atten- 
tion, e.g., dowelled joints in panelled 
doors, standard ‘storey-frames’ in par- 
titions, pre-cast ‘throat-units’ in fire- 
places, and spring-balances (vice cords 
and weights) in sash-windows. 

The tricky practical details of cavity- 
walls, fireplaces, flashings, and the fixing 
of metal casements and door-frames. are 
well described. The enormous vocabu- 
lary of building is augmented by several 
useful terms, such as vent lights, dead 
lights, and sub-frames; and the ‘ sacrifi- 
cial’ action of rustproof zinc coating on 
steel casements is fully explained. The 
272 line-drawings are excellent and show 
imgenuity as well as knowledge.

THEORY AND 
MACHINE AGE.

THE FIRST THIRTY YEARS Of this century 
saw a revolution in architecture. The 
development of science and technology 
demanded that the art of building should 
be equal to the challenge and this volume 
contains an account of the answer to this 
challenge. More specifically it is a his- 
tory of the thoughts and deeds of the 
leading architects and architect/philoso- 
phers of this first ‘machine age.’ the 
period in which the ‘ handicraft zsthetic’ 
was dropped and finally discarded in 
favour of the ‘esthetic of the machine 
age.” It was the period in which archi- 
tects who wished to develop their art in 
sympathy and in parallel with the rapid 
development of science, could no longer 
look upon the world of technology with 
hostility and indifference. 

The skilful presentation of such a com- 
plex and difficult subject, despite the 
overwhelming mass of ideas and influ- 
ences already recorded in the writings of 
the architects and philosophers them- 
selves, is a remarkable achievement. Per- 
haps more than in any other period the 
great masters of it, men like Gropius, Le 
Corbusier, and Mies van der Rohe, wrote 
as extensively as they built, and used

their writings to explain and to justify 
their designs, and their buildings to con- 
firm their theoretical writings. 

In 1941, Le Corbusier, in ‘The Four 
Routes,’ wrote: ‘In spite of isolated 
miracles, the machine age has not yet 
got into its stride. It has not been able 
to achieve its proper measure of abun- 
dance, nor learnt to bridge the gap and 
establish a new tradition of human happi- 
ness. ... Mechanisation can and, properly 
directed, will develop into the incal- 
culable riches of a completely new civili- 
sation.’ The great masters of modern 
architecture have continued to work 
towards this new ideal, though not with- 
out much inherent opposition to change. 

This theme of a ‘machine age archi- 
tecture’ is discussed and illustrated by 
Mr. Banham in a volume packed with 
references to buildings, large schemes, 
industrial designs, paintings, sculptures 
and writings from which he quotes exten- 
sively. The book is an exciting one and 
the author’s enthusiasm for his subject is 
highly infectious. For this reason it will 
provide a knowledgeable background and 
a firm starting-point for further study of 
the pre-disposed and modern influences 
which brought about these great develop- 
ments in architecture. There are over 
one hundred illustrations in half tone and 
an index to names and buildings referred 
to in the text. Finally, there is an index 
to topics, publications and organisations. 


PAPER HANGING. By J. H. Goodier (Man 
chester: The Sutherland Publishing 
Co., Ltd.). Price 2s. 6d. net. 

THIS IS THE FIFTH and completely revised 
version of the original manual compiled 
in 1927 by the late W. H. Cantrill and the 
late W. G. Sutherland. It is a small, 
unpretentious volume, prepared by a lec- 
turer in painting and decorating who has 
dealt with his subject in a practical and 
factual manner. 

The book is prefaced by a brief history 
of wallpaper, the first example of which 
was discovered in this country in 1509. 
This is followed by a useful chapter on 
wallpaper classification which is a 
glossary in itself and describes the mean- 
ing of such terms as ‘grounds,’ 
‘soirettes’ and ‘moirés.’ Then follow 
sections on tools and equipment, dimen- 
sions, measuring techniaues, and the 
preparation of surfaces. Techniaues of 
wallpaper preparation and hanging are 
covered and there are some useful notes on 
how to overcome obstacles and awkward 
surfaces. Borders, cut-out ornaments, 
stilings, panels, reliefs, varnishing and the 
difficulties encountered when hanging 
heavy papers and wall-fabrics are all suc- 
cinctly and adequately explained. 

There is a concluding section on geo- 
metry for paperhangers in which a few 
simple problems are explained. The 
popularity of this manual has already 
been proved by the success of its four 
previous editions; amateurs and profes- 
sionals alike will undoubtedly continue 
to find much of value.

SAFETY ON SITE. By B. A. C. 
(London: United Trade Press, 
Price 20s. net. 


THIS IS A MANUAL of accident prevention 
for all who are concerned with safe prac- 
tice in the building and constructional 
engineering industries. It is the first book 
of its kind to be published in this 
country. In 21 chapters, Mr. Whyte pro- 
vides a comprehensive guide to the 
general principles underlying safety at 
work, the Factories Acts, official forms 
and how to use them, safety training, and 
accident reports and records. 


The book is freely illustrated; photo 
graphs show both safe and unsafe ways 
of tackling a building job and numerous 
drawings and sketches demonstate how 
particular problems have been over 
come in Mr. Whyte’s own comonany. 
‘Safety on Site’ is essentially a book for 
continuous reference and a proper study 
of its contents and the application of its 
principles will, without doubt, help to 
bring about a reduction of accidents. 


DICTIONARY OF CIVIL ENGINEERING AND 
CONSTRUCTION MACHINERY AND EQUIP- 
MENT. Compiled in English and French 
by Herbert Bucksch. (London: Con- 
tractors Record Ltd. for Editions 
Eyrolles, Paris.) Price 65s. 


THIS HANDY little volume, though rather 
expensive, is a ‘must’ for civil engineers 
and others whose work brings them into 
contact with the Continent and places 
where French terms are used. The sub 
jects covered include road and airfield 
construction, soil mechanics. dam and 
harbour construction, tunnels, founda 
tions, bridges, prestressed concrete, and 
construction materials. 

A definite need has long been felt for 
a dictionary of this kind, and it is hoped 
that it will be a regular feature, being 
constantly brought up to date in a sphere 
where new terms are used as new 
developments come about. 


STANDARD READY RECKONER (London: 

Ernest Benn. Ltd.). Price 3s. 6d. net. 
READY RECKONERS are always useful addi- 
tions to office paraphernalia and personal 
equipment. This one, published for the 
‘ Timber Trades Journal,’ is based on rela- 
tive prices and includes tables per foot 
run for squares and other standard sec- 
tions, per cubic foot, loads of 50 cubic 
feet, per superficial feet and per lineal 
feet. There are also tables of relative 
prices of round timber by various 
measurements and contents of a foot run 
of round timber by different measure- 
ments. Finally, there are tables based on 
running feet in Petrograd standard, and 
a table of superficial measurements.

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Tokyo’s Development Problems 


Urban Sprawl a Tremendous Obstacle to Sound Planning 


BECAUSE the rapidly increasing population 
has overtaken the ability of the municipal 
authority to meet the demand for hous- 
ing and other social services, Tokyo is a 
good example of what is generally known 
as an ‘ overgrown city.’ 

Whereas at the end of World War II 
the population of Tokyo sharply dropped 
to 3.5 millions, it has since rapidly re- 
gained its reproductive momentum and 
the average annual increase over the past 
twelve years has reached an amazing 
figure of 300,000, to yield an overall 
population total of 8,913,000 by March, 
1959. How acute must be the problems 
arising from this striking increase of 
population can be judged to some extent 
by comparing it with the case of New 
York City, which, undamaged by war, 
had an average increase in population of 
about 50,000 between 1941 and 1950. 
Not only has this growth of population 
meant so many more people to cater for 
but it has brought about an undesirable 
urban sprawl and Tokyo’s community 
has expanded far beyond its administra- 
tive boundary. 


In 1930, the population of the three 
central wards of the city was 751,000, 
but, by March, 1959, it had been reduced 
to 538,000. On the other hand, the popu- 
lation of the city’s 20 other wards rose 
from 4,236,000 in 1930 to 7,143,000 in 
1959 and that of the suburban areas has 
risen from 416.000 in 1930 to 1,232,000 
in 1959. Tokyo is, in fact. one of the 
most thickly populated cities of the world, 
embracing its 8.9lm. inhabitants within 
2,023 sq. km. (781 sq. miles). 


From the point of view of town plan- 
ning, Tokyo is regarded as having seven 
defects: excessive concentration of 
population and industry, uncontrolled 
urban sprawl, degraded residential 
environments, lack of open _ spaces, 
traffic congestion, insufficiency of public 
facilities (water supply, drainage, sewage 
disposal, educational facilities, etc.) and 
shortage of dwelling houses. Japan 
realises that the concentration of popula-

tion and industry in major cities like 
Tokyo and Osaka is a symptom of an 
unbalanced economic development and 
because of its adverse effect on the under- 
developed regions calls for a relocation 
of the industrial population on a nation- 
wide basis. 


Though the widespread damage result- 
ing from the war provided a golden 
opportunity for the planned rebuilding 
of Tokyo, the city’s impoverished finances 
prevented such a plan from being put to 
practical effect and, in the meantime, a 
major part of the population has settled 
in the suburbs because of the high cost 
of land in the centre of Tokyo. 


Because of the lack of planning, fac- 
tories and houses have been built hap- 
hazardly and some areas have become 
densely packed with small houses and the 
existence of slums and closely built-up 
sections is now a tremendous obstacle to 
serious town planning. In these districts 
the density of population is as high as 
220-230 per hectare (100 to the acre), 
most of the houses being of the one- or 
two-storey type. 


Shortage of Dwellings 


The shortage of dwellings in Tokyo is 
estimated at about 420,000 and despite 
the efforts made by both the national and 
metropolitan housing authorities, the 
supply does not catch up with increasing 
population. 

Of the 1,300,000 pre-war houses in the 
administrative area of Tokyo, only about 
630,000 survived and the return of a 
large number of evacuees at the end of 
the war caused an acute housing shortage 
and strict control was enforced over 
building. After 1950, however, it 
gradually became possible for people to 
obtain loans from the Housing Loan Cor- 
poration and the Tokyo Metropolitan 
Government for private building and the 
construction of municipal houses began 
in 1951 soon after the enactment of the 
Public Housing Law. 

Up to 1957 some 


60,000 municipal 


houses had been constructed by the 
Metropolitan Government. Of those re- 
quiring houses in 1958, only 3.4 per cent 
were said to be living in shelters other 
than dwelling houses, most of the others 
requiring houses either by buying or rent- 
ing because they were living with other 
families or in restricted quarters. Munici- 
pal houses are let on a system of drawing 
lots. The Japan Housing Corporation, a 
Government agency, constructs com- 
paratively high (about Y6,000) rented 
dwellings, while the TMG builds medium 
(Y4,000) and low (Y2,000) rented houses. 


Because of the danger of earthquakes 
and subsequent fire, the height of build- 
ings in Japan is restricted to 31 m. above 
ground level. Up to this height, however. 
the construction of multi-storey blocks is 
encouraged and special loans are made 
available to builders of otherwise lower 
business buildings to increase the height. 
provided that half the floor space is used 
for their own or other’s residence. This 
system of ‘ multi-storeying’ and housing 
is said to be proving successful. 

Tokyo’s largest housing programme is 
the Kirigaoka housing project now being 
undertaken by the Bureau of Housing on 
a site in the Kita ward, where some 17,000 
people are expected to be provided with 
homes by about 1963. Its 52 hectares are 
pleasantly landscaped and it is within 
easy access of central Tokyo. Here the 
general type of housing is a four-storeyed 
large match-box-like block with 32 flats, 
each having a floor space of 40 sq.m. To 
break the monotony of the layout some 
blocks are star-shaped. Some have shops 
on the ground floors. Some 4,000 flats 
are scheduled for construction. 


The site is divided into north and south 
sections of approximately equal size, but 
the northern section will contain 1,500 
flats and two schools, while the southern 
section will have 2,500 flats. Each sec- 
tion will constitute a community having 
a green belt, a small park, a kindergarten, 
a public bath-house and a market. For 
each of the communities being built in

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Tokyo there will be two primary schools, 
a junior school, a clinic, a nursery, a park, 
an outdoor theatre, a civic hall, a 
library, a post office and a ward branch 
office. 

In addition to the crowding of the 
suburbs, the congestion of passenger 
transport has become acute, schools are 
overcrowded, the sewerage system is in- 
adequate. The latter has been laid out 
only within 20 per cent of the area of 
the city’s wards and only 14.7 per cent 
of the total human waste is sent to dis- 
posal plants. The remainder is trans- 
ported to farming villages for use as 
fertiliser or dumped into the sea. 


The National Capital Construction 
Law of 1950 aimed at removing these 
defects and at reconstructing the capital 
city of Japan. An emergency five-year 
plan was drawn up and put into effect in 
1952 but its progress was slow. Only 28 
per cent of the planned work was com 
pleted and only 3,240 million yen out of 
116,500 million yen of appropriations 
were spent. Failure was due chiefly to 
the fact that the law did not provide for 
financial backing to the plan, which 
applied only to the administrative area of 
Tokyo, notwithstanding that its real com- 
munity had extended far beyond these 
boundaries. A later plan in 1956 also 
failed to overcome the shortcomings in- 
herent in the first plan. 

A subsequent National Capital Region 
Development Law, however, was enacted

satellite towns. It divides the area into 
an inner urban area of about 15 km. 
radius of Tokyo Station where land 
utilisation and popu- 
lation density will be 
rationalised and 
buildings made multi- 
storeyed and _ fire- 
proof; a green belt 
area with a width of 
about 10 km.; and a 
peripheral area where 
satellite towns will 
be designated and 
redeveloped as fully 
integrated units. 

In accordance with 
the law, a National 
Capital Region 
Development Com- 
mission has been set 
up as an_ external 
organ of the Prime 
Minister's office. The 
commission is com- 
posed of five mem- 
bers and is assisted 
by an advisory body 
known as the 
National Capital 
Region Development 
Council composed of 
43 members, three 
from the House of 
Representatives, 
three from the 
House of Councillors, 
twelve planning 
experts, nine officials 
of government 
agencies, eight gover- 
nors of the prefec- 
tures and eight chair- 
men of the prefec- 
tural assemblies. 

The plan itself con-

sists of a master plan and a number of 
construction plans. The former covers 
the size of the population and its distri- 
bution in the region; industrial structure 
and location; land utilisation; the provi- 
sion for passenger transport. The con- 
struction plans are drawn up as ten-year 
plans and include such matters as the 
acquisition of sites for houses; amplifica- 
tion of the road system; betterment of 
traffic facilities; layout of parks and open 
spaces; extension of waterworks and 
sewerage; construction of refuse disposal 
plants; improvement of rivers, coast and 
anchorages; construction of multi-storey 
and fireproof buildings; slum clearance; 
and the construction of primary and 
junior-high school buildings. 


Annual Programme Drawn Up 


Annual programmes are drawn up for 
which budget appropriations are made 
pursuant to the financial provisions of 
the new law. These stipulate that the 
National Government shall extend special 
subsidies to the local authorities which 
intend to construct facilities for compul 
sory education in the designated area of 
the satellite towns; that the National 
Government shall facilitate the raising of 
the necessary funds for interested local 
authorities and private contractors; and 
that local authorities may issue public 
bonds for such construction work. 

It is estimated that the population of 
the inner urban area, which includes the 
suburbs, would normally increase to 
14,300,000 by 1975 while the suitable 
maximum population is regarded as 
11,600,000. To deal with the difference 
between these two figures, it is planned 
to decentralise Im. into satellite towns 
over an initial period and the remainder 
over a rather shorter subsequent period 

To cope with traffic congestion, park- 
ing lots will be constructed in the city 
centre. Cars requiring parking space in 
this area are estimated at 6,500, of which 
1,200 are to be provided with parking

lots by the Metropolitan Government and 
the remaining 5,300 by public corpora- 
tions and private companies. The law 
makes it compulsory for parking spaces 
to be attached to any large building being 
constructed. 

Parks and open spaces in the inner 
urban area will be increased from the 
present 0.26 acre per 1 000 persons to 0.5 
acre and it is expected that the standard 
water supply will increase from the 
present 1.2m. to 1.8m. tons a day when 
the Ogochi Dam and the Sagami River 
pipeline are brought into operation 
Another source of water supply will, how- 
ever, still be required for industrial use. 
It is planned to increase the area covered 
by sewerage systems from 11.555 hec- 
tares to 18.754 hectares, or 34 per cent 
of the wards area during the initial ten 
years. 

Public works in Tokyo are carried out 
by the Bureau of Construction whose 
duties cover a wide range. The most 
pressing work to be done in the city is 
the paving of roads. Most of Tokyo’s 
main roads and streets are paved but not 
all of them are completely paved and a 
good deal of permanent work remains to 
be done 

Five large rivers flow through the city 
into Tokyo Bay and they form a network 
of water transportation with 170 smaller 
rivers and canals. These often flood the 
downtown lowlying land and a large pro 
gramme of sea and river wall construction 
is being carried out. Up to 1957, 104 km 
of embankment walls hid been com 
pleted at a cost of Y2000m. This impor 
tant industrial area in eastern Tokyo is 
sendwiched between the Arakawa and 
Edogawa Rivers facing Tokyo Bay in the 
south and is also confronted with another 


grave problem—that of land sinking. 

In some places the land has sunk as 
much as 2.848 m. during the past 38 
years. During 1956, recording marks 
made at 137 points sank 37 mm. on an 
average, and, at one point by as much as 
112 mm. It is thought that this sinking 
is caused by land contraction as a result 
of the fall of underground water. which 
is pumped to the surface to the extent of 
230,000 tons a day for industrial use. 


Tidal Wave Danger 


It is feared that if this pumping con 
tinues, the land might sink yet a further 
metre. At present, this area is between 
one and two metres below sea level and 
without a complete system of embank- 
ment walls would be swallowed up by the 
sea. For instance, when large tidal waves 
caused by the typhoons ‘ Kathleen’ in 
1947 and ‘ Kitty’ in 1949 swept this area, 
almost all the factories sustained damage 
which totalled Y50 090m. 

The sea wall now protecting this area 
is 5 to 6 m. high. while that of the canals 
is 3.6 to 4m. high. The sea embankment 
is 5.5 m. wide and forms a track on 
which two cars can pass each other. 
These flood defence measures are being 
continued in other districts under a six 
year plan and a 16 km embankment sur- 
rounding an area of 2475 sq. km. was 
begun in the 1957/58 fiscal year, which, 
on completion, is estimated to cost 

7.500m. 

To help relieve traffic congestion, which 
is acute in Tokyo, the Metropolitan 
Transportation Bureau is constructing an 
underground railway between Magome 
and Oshiage, while the Teito Rapid 
Transit Authority, already operating two 
underground lines, is constructing a fur 
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ther line, and another is in the planning 
stage. A trial monorail has also been 
constructed with a view to testing the 
suitability of this means of transport for 
the mass movement of people between 
the city and suburbs. 

Up to 1958, the master plan and 
eleven ten-year construction plans for 
the inner area had been drawn up under 
the National Capital Region Development 
Law of 1956. The remaining plans are 
under the deliberation by the authori 
ties concerned. 

Much difficulty is, however, being 
experienced in implementing the plan. 
The preservation of the green belt is 
strongly opposed by the residents in this 
area and the building activities which 
have resulted in the sprawl have been 
difficult to quell. If proper restrictions 
are imposed in the green belt the price of 
land there will fall considerably and 
investors, whether speculative or not, will 
suffer. 

While farming is being promoted in the 
green belt area by the government, exist 
ing suburban centres are being treated as 
quasi-satellites and their further con 
trolled expansion is being allowed. In 
the meantime, the proposed land utilisa 
tion in the green belt is being drafted by 
the Town Planning Association. 

In the two legitimate satellite towns. 
the authorities concerned are going 
ahead with preparations for the siting and 
construction of factories and houses. 

Since there is no government unit 
exercising unified administrations over 
the whole of the National Capital Region, 
the success or failure of the develop 
ment of the region depends on the co 
operation of all the authorities concerned 


Optical Properties of Glazing Materials 


Report of DSIR Colloquium 


Following is a summary of a colloquium held at DSIR Headquarters in 
November last, which was attended by about fifty representatives of manu- 


facturers of glazing materials, users, and testing organisations. 


The purpose 


of the colloquium was to discuss the measurement and application of data on 
the optical properties of glazing materials, with particular reference to those 


which are not perfectly clear or perfectly diffusing (e.g., 


fibre-glass materials).

Building 


rHE GROWING interest in the use of 
glazing materials which are not perfectly 
clear or perfectly diffusing has led to a 
demand for information on their optical 
and photometric properties in order to 
assist the daylighting designer to specify 
the type and arrangement of the glazing 
in a_ building. In_ particular, the 
advantages in respect of light-weight and 
cheapness of the resin bonded fibre-glass 
material has already led to its extensive 
use without much knowledge of its 
optical properties being available. 

The measurement. assessment, and 
comparison of these properties of this 
type of material are by no means straight- 
forward, and it was thought that an 
informal discussion between a number of 
representatives’ of the users, manufac- 
turers, and testing organisations would be

useful to show which of the properties 
are of the most immediate concern. and 
what would be the most profitable way of 
tackling some of the problems involved. 


Work has already been carried out on 
some of the proposed ¢tudies, and it is 
intended shortly to discuss the detailed 
aspects of the measurements in a small 
technical panel. 


The Basic Principles 


The colloquium opened with a discus- 
sion on the basic optics of diffusing 
materials and on fundamental laboratory 
photometric measurements of their per- 
formance. Laboratory measurements for 
determining the properties of a material 
include polar curves of the light distribu- 
tion at all angles obtained from a narrow 


pencil incident at different angles to the 
surface, and these should in some cases 
be extended to include more than one 
plane through the axis of the incident 
beam. An integrated light transmission 
measurement could be obtained by the 
use of an integrating sphere collector to 
measure total transmitted light with 
either a parallel] beam incidence or a 
totally diffuse incidence. 

For normally diffusing materials like 
opal glass, etc., a conventional way of 
specifying diffusion factor had been 
agreed by the Commission Internationale 
de L’Eclairage, but it was pointed out 
that manv of the conventions adopted 
for specification and measurement of 
highly diffusing materials were of little 
value in dealing with partial diffusers 
where a substantial portion of the light 
was transmitted more or less directly. 


It was made clear. however. that these 
measurements are not of direct value to 
the architect or daylighting designer. The 
conditions to be allowed for in designing 
daylighting vary from an overcast sky, 
with a brightness distribution standard 
ised by the CIE, to those of illumination 
at almost any angle of incidence by direct

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sunlight, plus the light from a clear blue 
sky or from a blue sky with bright 
clouds (the last being the condition of 
highest natural illumination). 


The architect and designer need to 
know what the distribution of illumina- 
tion is inside the building and what the 
brightness of the glazing material 
(generally of corrugated form) is, as seen 
from various positions in the building, 
under these conditions. For some pur- 
poses also it is necessary to know the 
hiding power and degree of concealment 
of a source of light. They also need to 
know the amount of solar heat likely to 
be transmitted directly or by diffusion 
into the interior, and the amount of heat 
loss from iow temperature radiation as 
well as thermal conductivity. 


Complex Design Factors 


These practical design factors are com- 
plex ones, and while it would in theory 
be possible to compute them from com- 
plete laboratory data for all spectral 
wavelengths with modern computing tech- 
niques, those who design for use of the 
material really require information which 
synthesises these complex quantities for 
a given set of conditions. 


For the calculation of daylight illumina- 
tion, there was support for the contention 
that since the BRS protractor method had 
been fairly widely adopted for clear glaz- 
ing, it would be most likely to be of use 
to architects to produce modified protrac- 
tors which would take into account the 
redistribution of daylight illumination by 
the diffusing material. One way in whicn 
it was proposed that the laboratory data 
could be used to calculate the new pro- 
tractors was that a figure for direct light 
transmission could be used to calculate 
the direct component of daylight factor, 
and a total light transmission figure to 
calculate the internally reflected com- 
ponent. This figure of direct transmis- 
sion would of course vary with angle of 
view and moreover a special protractor 
would have to be produced for each 
grade of diffusion and type of material. 


For making a choice of material to dif- 
fuse sunlight into a building, it was sug- 
gested that materials should be classified 
according to their ability to diffuse the 
patch of sunlight on the floor from a roof- 
light, and that data on the brightness of 
the roof-light as seen from various angles 
should be available for each classification. 
For the manufacturer and user to be able 
to classify a material in the appropriate 
grade of diffusion, it would be necessary 
to develop a standard test as envisaged by 
the BSI which would classify the 
materials according to their performance 
in an actual building. 

Bearing in mind the difficulty of inter- 
preting any one figure of a complex series 
of quantities as a figure of merit of a 
product, it was pointed out that any over- 
all figure would be certain to cause diffi- 
culties in comparing the merits of dif- 
ferent materials, and it was emphasised 
that data on specific properties should be 
treated as such. A standard test to classify 
materials according to agreed grades of 
diffusion would however appear to be 
useful to help the most appropriate 


material to be chosen for a particular pur- 
pose provided that the grading related 
sufficiently well to actual performance. 

One section of the colloquium was de- 
voted to a discussion of the full-scale 
tests to be carried out to provide the 
necessary link between laboratory mea- 
surements or any tests on small samples, 
and design data. These tests were con- 
sidered to be necessary, to enable account 
to be taken of the complex conditions 
of illumination from sun and sky, and of 
factors such as corrugations, interreflected 
light in the interior, etc., and to permit 
of subjective assessment of glare con- 
ditions and sunlight diffusion. 

In order to remind participants of the 
range of materials now employed for 
glazing purposes and their methods of 
use, sections were included on classifica- 
tion of materials and principles of manu- 
facture. Distinctions were drawn between 
the various plastics materials such as 
polymethylmethacrylate in clear and 
various grades of opal, polyvinyl copoly- 
mers, fibre-glass reinforced polyester 
resin and sandwich construction fibre- 
glass tissue bonded with polymethylme- 
thacrylate, and between figured and uni- 
formly diffusing glasses. 


By-Laws and Fire 


Strength and fire resistance of the 
various materials were briefly discussed 
and also their durability to weathering. 
There is very little in the way of regula- 
tions laid down in writing on the use of 
plastics glazing materials, but there is a 
tendency among authorities to use the 
Scottish by-laws as a guide. These by- 
laws do not distinguish between poly- 
methylmethacrylate and glass reinforced 
polyesters, although there is a consider- 
able difference in their tendency to spread 
fire. 

The material is restricted to 10 per 
cent of the total roof area and to 30 sq. ft. 
for a single panel. This restricts to a 
certain extent the arrangement of glaz- 
ing and the maximum obtainable daylight 
factor. The only other guide to the fire 
hazards involved in the use of combustible 
materials is given in BS 476 part 111 which 
gives standards of penetration or spread

of flame likely to be caused by exposure 
to an adjacent building on fire. 

Tests have been in progress for some 
time on weathering of fibre-glass resin 
samples, but in default of agreed methods 
of measurement of transmission, the only 
measurements which have been made of 
the changes taking place, apart from sub- 
jective estimates, concern the change in 
relative spectral transmission and the dis- 
tribution of scattered light for one or two 
samples. 

It was emphasised by several speakers 
that there was a great immediate need 
for some data on which daylighting de- 
sign could be based, and it was agreed 
that the possibilities should be explored 
of conducting some laboratory tests under 
certain specified conditions which would 
be short cuts to the full photometric 
analysis, and enable a start to be made on 
methods of calculation. Some suggested 
representative tests were: 

1. Measurements of brightness of sample 
illuminated by an equivalent of overcast 
sky with some agreed angle of slope and 
angle of external obstruction. 

2. Measurements of brightness of 
sample illuminated by a single source 
with hight incident at an agreed angle to 
represent conditions of sun illumination. 
(An angle of 45° was suggested as being 
useful for both vertical and horizontal 
glazing.) 

3. Measurements of total light trans- 
mission of sample either by integrating 
sphere or integrating polar distribution 
of transmitted light for light incident at 
angles from 0°-90°. Alternatively, the 
transmitted light could be obtained in 
two components: the direct and diffuse 
components. 

4. Classification (preferably by some 
simple test) of available materials into 
(say) 5 grades of diffusion, the grading 
limits to be chosen if possible so that 
variations in methods of measurement 
did not produce serious changes of grad- 
ing. 

5. Measurement of integrated heat 
transmission with high temperature (fila- 
ment lamp) source and low temperature 
source.

1. Asbestos Cement 


Asbestos cement is frequently regarded 
as a rigidly standardised product which 
must be accepted as it is, without the 
possibility of any design modifications. 
That this need not be so is shown by the 
asbestos cement DOOR CANOPIES, specially 
designed by D. Richards ARIBA, recently 
used for 240 dwellings at Shoeburyness. 

The canopies are made in three sec- 
tions, right and left hand ends, and an 
intermediate section to make up the 
required length. With this system of con- 
struction it is possible to produce a 
canopy of virtually any length by adding 
the requisite number of intermediate sec- 
tions. It is pointed out, however, that in 
this instance the fact that a substantial 
number of purpose made units was 
required meant that no heavy extra 
charge had to be made for the special 
moulds. For smaller quantities, the price 
might be more adversely affected.

2. Corrosion 


A new anti-corrosive LIQUID METAL 
ALLOY, which can be applied either by 
brush or spray, is helping to curb the 
incidence of rust, which already costs 
industry in Britain more than £600m. 
each year. It is a compound of anodic 
metal particles, 99 per cent pure metal, 
suspended in a plastic anti-corrosion 
medium. By making use of a natural 
phenomena, the metals separate upon 
application into two distinct parallel 
layers of high purity metal. The two 
layers have different electro-potentials. 
The lower, darker layer, is the functional 
galvanic coating which protects the 
ferrous surface from rust. The top layer 
is a light metallic weather foil which pro- 
tects the functional coating from oxida- 


tion by weather exposure. Together they 
exert a double cathodic protection. The 
liquid metal is completely incombustible 
and will withstand red heat.

3. Heating 

In November, a new series of OIL-FIRED 
BOILERS will become available with out- 
puts of between 1 and 2m. Btu/hr. This 
is quite a step forward, for until now an 
output in this range could only be 
obtained by conversion of solid fuel 
boilers to burn oil. The new boilers, the 
largest of which will weigh something 
like 34 tons, consist of 4 to 8 cast-iron 
waterway sections which, when 
assembled, form a combustion chamber 
with water cooled sides and base. The 
finned design of the water tubes provides 
a large secondary heating surface and 
gives the boiler a high thermal efficiency. 
Automatic governing of draught at the 
boiler flue outlet is necessary and this is 
provided by an automatic damper. This 
avoids the cooling of the stack and re- 
quires no increase in the air inlet demand 
of the boiler house. The equipment 
should be very suitable for large buildings 
such as offices, factories and hospitals.

4. Paint 


The feature of a new RED LEAD PAINT is 
a very fast drying time, for even under 
the worst conditions it should be surface 
dry in three hours and hard dry (for re- 
coating) in eight hours. The paint, which 
is a primer for use on bare metal, has a 
red lead content of more than 55 per 
cent and its flow properties are good— 
40-50 yards to a gallon has been obtained 
on ships’ topsides. For storage purposes, 
a special formula has been used to keep 
the pigment continually in suspension 
so as to avoid settlement. Even after six 
months, settlement is very slight and it 
takes little time to bring the paint to a 
working consistency.

5. Refuse 


A three-month trial at Swale in Kent 
in which PAPER SACKS were used for 
refuse instead of dustbins has proved 
very successful. The sacks are made 
from two plies of wet strength kraft 
paper and will contain as much as 70 lb. 
of refuse. In the Swale trial, which 
embraced 520 premises, not one sack in 
the 6,000 used failed through damage by 
its contents. 


The system itself is fairly simple. The 


paper sack is clipped to a holder, which 
has a hinged lid for inserting the refuse. 
When the dustman calls, he brings a new 
sack and removes the old one, the neck 
of which he twists so that the contents 
are securely contained. The full sack is 
then thrown into the dustcart. Apart 
from the better standard of hygiene, the 
system is claimed to be faster in opera- 
tion than existing systems.

From Our Own Correspondents 


AUSTRALIA (SOUTH).—Among the plans 
to increase South Australia’s water 
supply, outlined by the Premier, is the 
construction of new reservoirs on the 
Torrens at Kangeroo Creek and on the 
Onkaparinga at Clarendon. . . . The Royal 
Exchange Assurance group of companies 
plans to erect a 12-storey building at the 
corner of Currie and Peel-streets in 
Adelaide. 

AUSTRALIA (VICTORIA).—A £A4m. fac- 
tory is to be built near Geelong by the 
Associated Portland Cement Manufac- 
turers Ltd. An Australian company, the 
Victoria Portland Cement Co. Ltd., has 
been formed to operate the plant, which 
will incorporate the most modern methods 
of production. Announeing the plan, the 
Premier of the State of Victoria, the 
Hon. H. E. Bolte, said that geological 
investigations near Geelong had proved 
adequate reserves of raw materials for a 
plant which would have an initial pro- 
ductive capacity of 200,000 tons a year. 
Construction will be started soon. 


CANADA (BRITISH COLUMBIA).—Avallin 
Mines, Ltd., and Caycuse Copper Co., 
Ltd., have announced plans to start 
development work before the end of the 
year on their properties in the Cowichan 
area, Vancouver Island. 


CANADA (BRITISH COLUMBIA). John 
Laing and Son (Canada) Ltd. are to start 
work next month on a $4m. project for 
the construction of a new joint YMCA/ 
YWCA building at New Westminster. 
The building will comprise part single 
and part two-storey construction cover- 
ing 52.000 sq. ft. and will incorporate a 
large indoor swimming pool. Comple 
tion of the development is expected by 
May, 1961. 

HONG KONG.—The War Office is to carry 
out extensive improvement works to their 
installations in Hong Kong, the first 
phase of which will be the demolition of 
some 30 buildings at the Gun Club Hill 
Barracks, Kowloon, all built before 1900. 
This will make possible the rehabilitation 
of existing barrack blocks with smaller 
rooms and better leisure and ablution 
facilities. Architects are Leigh & Orange 
(J. C. Howorth, ARIBA) of Hong Kong. 

. . Other work, at Murray Barracks, in 
Victoria, is being planned by W. Szeto, 
BSc, and at Sek Kong, New Territories, 
by G. D. Su, BSc. . . . A new military 
hospital, for which site formation has 
started, has been designed by the War 
Office Architects Department, Chessing- 
ton, with E. Cumine, AA, Dip, FRIBA, 
as local architect. The consulting 
engineers are W. Zinn & Associates of 
London, and the quantity surveyors, 
Messrs Langdon & Every (Far East), Hong 
Kong. . . . A negotiated contract value 
$25m. has been awarded to Paul Y. Con- 
struction Co., for the building of a 26- 
storey luxury hotel on the site of the 
Murray Parade Ground, Hong Kong, by 
Wyncor Ltd., of Dallas, Texas. Designed 
by Palmer & Turner (I. J. Campbell, 
ARIBA) of Hong Kong, the total value 


of the hotel is expected to reach $60m., 
on 70,000 sq. ft. of land costing $144m. 
It will contain about 1,000 first-class 
suites and rooms, and will be fully air- 
conditioned. Some of its main features 
will be a glass-covered roof garden cock- 
tail bar, open-air swimming pool, cabanas, 
a Japanese garden at fourth-floor level 
and a 700-seat dining room. 


ISRAEL.—Work is to start shortly on 
the excavation and construction of the 
large pumping station of the Jordan- 
Negev project, which is being built on 
the shores of Lake Kinneret. The site 
of the project’s second pumping station 
is also being prepared. Six large Israel 
and foreign construction companies sub- 
mitted tenders for the building of the 
Kinneret pumping station, and the name 
of the selected firm will be published 
soon. The station will cost some I£6m. 
and be completed within 24 years. 

ISRAEL.—-A start will be made soon on 
the erection of a new 17-storey hotel, the 
*‘Appolonia,’ on the Herzliya beach, 
north of Tel Aviv, for Israel America 
Hotels Ltd. The hotel will have 140 air- 
conditioned rooms, each with bath. 

LAOS AND CAMBODIA.—Australian ex- 
perts are to give further help in planning 
the Mekong River project in SE Asia, 
whence the first of a group of 10 have 
left to carry out drilling work at two dam 
sites and to train Asian geologists and 
technicians who will work on the project. 
Australia has offered expert advice, 
materials and equipment as a Colombo 
Plan contribution. Eight other nations 
will share in the work, on which $9m. 
will be spent in the preparatory phases 
alone. The sites of two dams along the 
Mekong, one in Cambodia, the other in 
Laos, have already been chosen by 
officials concerned in the building of dams 
and tunnels for the Snowy Mountains 
scheme in Australia.

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MALAYA.—The PWD of Malaya has 
announced a programme of M$350m. for 
the second Five Year Plan starting in 
January, 1961. M$200m. of this will be 
spent on water supplies for the country’s 
two million rural dwellers, and M$150m. 
on arterial roads. 


MOZAMBIQUE. — The Government of 
Mozambique has been authorised to open 
special credits for schemes under the 
development plan for that territory. Port 
improvements at Nacala will cost 124m. 
escudos, and 57,900,000 escudos will be 
invested in railways. 


NIGERIA (EASTERN REGION).—In view of 
the expected future expansion of the 
Nigerian economy, and of the growing 
importance of Enugu in particular, the 
Regional Government has conceived the 
idea of a completely new integrated town 
to be planned on a site in the eastern 
outskirts of the existing town. This 
development is to be known as Indepen- 
dence Layout in commemoration of 
October 1. The firm of E. R. Collister 
and Associates, of 70 Victoria-street, 
London, SW1, were appointed architects 
and town planning consultants early in 
1959, with preliminary instructions to 
prepare a master town plan of the area 
This plan combines the requirements of 
government, commerce, trade, public ser- 
vices, recreation and housing, in one in 
tegrated development. Preliminary work 
has started on roads, services and some 
of the buildings. E. R. Collister and 
Associates are responsible for the design 
of the government centre, comprising the 
Parliament building and a 19-storey office 
unit to accommodate the various minis- 
tries. The Parliament building will con- 
tain two chambers of legislature, one 
for the House of Chiefs and one for the 
House of Assembly. Both buildings will 
be air conditioned from central plants 
and full sunshading will be provided by 
various forms of sun-breaker screens. The 
structure will be of reinforced concrete; 
fast lift services will serve all floors in 
the office building. The contract is ex- 
pected to gd to limited international 
tender next March, and construction 
should take approximately 2} years to 
complete. The estimated cost is £2m. 


SOUTH AFRICA.—Work on the construc- 
tion of the £4m. nuclear research institute 
of the Universities of Stellenbosch and 
Cape Town will probably start in 1961. 
Surveying of the 300 acre site near Faure 
(between Cape Town and Somerset West), 
where the institute will be built, has 
begun. 

USA (ALASKA).—-A modern highway. 
from Alaska’s far north through British 
Columbia down to the southern states, 
was agreed upon by negotiations between 
the new State of Alaska, the Yukon Terri 
tory and British Columbia. 


Western Nigerian Tarring Contract 


THE WESTERN NIGERIAN GOVERNMENT is 
reported by Barclays Bank DCO to have 
awarded contracts amounting to £2m. for 
the tarring of roads to Nigersol Construc- 
tion Co. Ltd. The road works, which 
will cover all parts of the Region, come 
under the 1960-65 development plan. 
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Building in South Africa 
THE VALUE of building plans passed in the 
eighteen principal urban areas of South 
Africa is reported by Barclays Bank 
DCO to have fallen in July by almost 
£700,000 (to a total of £64m.) compared 
with the total for June. 

This decrease was caused principally by 
a drop of £1.4m. in the value of residen- 
tial plans passed (particularly flats) offset 
by a rise of roughly £900,000 in the non- 
residential building programme. Factory 
plans and major alterations accounted for 
much of the balance. Plans passed dur- 
ing the first seven months of this year 
were vdlued at £38.6m., against £33.7m. 
in 1959. The growth this year, states the 
Bank, has been reflected to the extent of 
£3.5m. in non-residential construction, 
other than factory and mine buildings. 
The programme in respect of flats and 
dwellings other than houses has also 
expanded by roughly £1lm. this year. 


British Columbia Trade Fair 


THE BRITISH COLUMBIA International 
Trade Fair will be held in Vancouver 
from May 3 to 13, 1961, in the Hall of 
Industry and Commerce.

University Development Approved 


PERMISSION for Edinburgh University to 
start work on the foundations of a new 
14-storey arts building at the south-east 
corner of George-square, where a num- 
ber of eighteenth century houses are 
being cleared, has been granted by Edin- 
burgh Dean of Guild Court. Excavation 
of the site and the laying of the founda- 
tions, which will begin in November, are 
expected to cost about £30,000. The 
building will be 150 ft. high, of reinforced 
concrete, faced with glass, aluminium, 
slate, and stone, and will cost £500,000. 
It will contain large lecture rooms and 
other accommodation for the depart- 
ments of Modern and Oriental Languages, 
English Literature, Classics, and Philo- 
sophy, and will be the first of a group of 
buildings costing more than £1m. 


Hospital Extensions, Edinburgh 


THE South Eastern Regional Hospital 
Board’s chief architect, Mr. J. Holt,
